Ice, snow 
blamed 
in fatal 
accident

WHAT MADE THE NEWS? 


From ice storms to deadly tornadoes, 2012 was an eventful one in Grant 
County. Many news stories graced the front page of the Grant County News that 
will have a lasting effect on the community. 

This is a sample of the stories from the year. 

JANUARY FEBRUARY 


A Corbin woman was killed 
on Interstate-75 following a 
series of crashes due to icy road 
conditions. 

Nora Green, 28, was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene by 
Grant County Deputy Coroner 
Harold Elliston on Dec. 26. 

The accident occurred at 12:28 
p.m. at the 165-mile marker north 
on 1-75 near Crittenden when a 
1999 Honda driven by Jacob 
Evans, 29, of Owensboro smashed 
into the back of a parked vehi¬ 
cle. 

According to Kentucky State 
Police, Evans lost control of his 
car and hit a 2011 Ford Ranger 
pickup truck, which was parked 
on the right shoulder of the road¬ 
way. The truck belonged to 
O’Reilly’s Auto Parts and was 
driven by Danny Marsh, 67, of 
Boone County. 

Marsh, who was not in the 
truck at the time of the wreck, 
had stopped to assist another 
non-related crash. 

Green, a passenger in the 
Honda, was Evan’s wife. Evans 
was transported by ambulance to 
St. Elizabeth Hospital in Florence 
for his injuries. 

David P. Jones, public affairs 
officer for KSP Post 6 in Dry 
Ridge, said alcohol and speed 
were not factors at this time, but 
toxicology results were pending. 
Road conditions were a factor in 
the accident.

• Christopher Dennis Jr., of Corinth pleads 
guilty to first-degree manslaughter in the 2010 
shooting death of Ruben Eppele in Owen County. 

• In the annual Coaches vs. Cancer battle, 
WHS and GCHS fans together raised more than 
$4,100 in the fight against cancer. 


• The Grant County Fire Chiefs’ Association 
proposes a new emergency services taxing district to 
the Grant County Fiscal Court to help with funding 
for fire departments and ambulance services. 

• Long-time State Rep. Royce Adams, D-Dry 
Ridge, announces he will pull out of his re-election 
bid and retire at the end of the year, citing health 
issues. 

• Jason Stephens, a part-time deputy jailer at the 
Grant County Detention Center, is indicted on charg¬ 
es of bribery of a public servant and official miscon¬ 
duct. Two inmates, Joshua Sexton and Jason Angel, 
also were indicted for bribery of a public servant and 
being persistent felony offenders. 

• Ark Encounter LLC closes on final piece of 
property for upcoming tourist project. With funding 
efforts impacted by sluggish economy, project will be 
built in phases. 

• A Cynthiana fire claims the lives of Rachel and 
Jacquline Chesnut, daughters of GCMS teacher 
Shelly Chesnut. 

• Williamstown City Council votes 3-2 to not to 
approve a text amendment that would allow the 
development of a truck stop in a highway develop¬ 
ment commercial zone. 

• Nala, the Grant County Sheriff’s Office canine, 
died unexpectedly at the home of her partner/handler 
Deputy Brian Maines. 


MARCH 

• The Kentucky Supreme Court grants a new trial for Brandon 
Barnhill of Crittenden in the 2009 death of his girlfriend’s 
13-month-old daughter. 

• Sen. Damon Thayer, R-Georgetown, “disappointed” after 
expanded gaming bill he co-sponsors with Gov. Steve Beshear is 
defeated 21-16 in the Senate. 

• Gov. Steve Beshear appoints Jim Hendy to the Dry Ridge 
City Council to fill the unexpired term of Jamie Webster, who 
resigned in Oct. 2011. 

• Four men arrested in connection with three separate inci¬ 
dents of copper and metal thefts in Grant County. 

• A F3 tornado slams into Crittenden with 123 mile-per-hour 
winds damaging many homes, especially those in the Harvesters 
Subdivision. Tornadoes, which also struck other parts of Northern 
Kentucky and the state hard, also left several dead. 

• The Mason Post Office closes its doors, ending Jewel 
Bruce’s 43-year career as postmaster. 

• Grant County declared a disaster area after tornado as fed¬ 
eral aid becomes available to victims. Criitenden Baptist becomes 
relief center. 

• Break-in occurs at Marathon Station in Williamstown, 
incident may be related to break-ins at Peg’s Pit Stop in Corinth 
and the Jonesville Country Store.

Dispatcher honored for quick action

It didn’t matter that Re¬ 
becca Henry was off duty 
from her job as a 911 emer¬ 
gency dispatcher with the 
Kentucky State Police, when 
she heard a call for help, she 
answered. 

Her selfless act earned 
her statewide recognition 
as the recipient of the 2012 
Kentucky Governor’s Am¬ 
bassador Award for Cour¬ 
age. 

After finishing up a night 
on third shift on April 26, 
2012, she went home to get 
some sleep, but a loud noise 
awakened her around 3:30 
p.m. 

Her husband told her 
to call 911. She grabbed 
the phone and ran outside 
where she found a truck 
had slammed head on into 
a tree. 

“I knew it was really bad, 
but I didn’t see anyone in the 
vehicle,” she said. 

But she heard a moan and 
realized the driver was lying 
across the console. 

“He was not conscious 
and gushing blood,” she 
said. “I knew his neck was 
broke and he had a lot of fa¬ 
cial fractures.” 

Henry didn’t hesitate. 
She climbed inside and held 
his neck steady until an am¬ 
bulance arrived. 

“I just kept telling him I 
was there and to keep breath¬ 
ing,” she said. 

An older man stopped the 
wreck site and told Henry 
the young man was his son. 

“I told him I’d do what 
I could,” she said. So she 
stayed with the injured man, 
who was wedged in the ve¬ 
hicle and had to eventually 
be cut from the wreckage, 
for 45 minutes while help 
was on the way to her rural 
home in Pendleton County. 

“It took a long time for 
them to get there. I was told 
he later coded in the helicop¬ 
ter,” she said. 

The young man was 
fortunate and survived his 
injuries. When he was able 
he found Henry and thanked 
her for helping him. 

To Henry, who dreamed 
as a child of being a nurse 
or doctor, helping someone, 


even a stranger, was just the 
right thing to do. 

“I didn’t think about it,” 
she said. “I didn’t know if I 
could help him, but I knew I 
had to try.” 

“I just kept telling him 
breathe, just keep breath¬ 
ing,” she said. 

Henry believes it is a mir¬ 
acle the man survived, but is 
quick to downplay her role. 

“I didn’t do it,” she said. 
“I just stabilized his neck.” 

But people who know 
Henry weren’t surprised be¬ 
cause they’ve witnessed her 
giving nature. 

“She’s a very, very, very 
good employee,” said Jerry 
Keathley, telecommunica¬ 
tions supervisor at KSP Post 
6 in Dry Ridge. “She truly 
cares about people she talks 
to and to people who work 
here. I wouldn’t trade her for 
anything.” 

“Rebecca stands ready, 
on or off duty, to provide 


emergency assistance to 
citizens and visitors of the 
Commonwealth,” said KSP 
Capt. Greg Crockett, com¬ 
mander of post 6. 

Henry’s career as a dis¬ 
patcher began when she 
started working as a dis¬ 
patcher for a local truck¬ 
ing company. She decided 
she’d like a change and in¬ 
terviewed for an emergency 
dispatcher position at the 
then Grant County 911 Cen¬ 
ter. She didn’t get the job but 
impressed A1 Rich, then cap¬ 
tain of post 6, so much that 
he called her and offered her 
a job as a dispatcher. 

Nine years later, she still 
enjoys helping people, often 
being their only fine of com¬ 
munication in a crisis situa¬ 
tion. 

“There’s a lot of stress in 
the job and it does take a cer¬ 
tain type of person to handle 
emergency calls,” she said. 

For Henry, calls involv¬ 


ing allegations of child abuse 
and death are the hardest. 

“Two weeks after I start¬ 
ed I took a call involving a 
child and it made me wonder 
if I could do this job. It was a 
heartbreaking situation and I 
cried through lunch,” she 
said. 

She also wondered if 
she would continue as an 
emergency dispatcher when 
a person killed themself on 
Christmas Eve while she was 
on the phone with them. 

“That’s probably one call 
I’m never going to forget,” 
she said. 

Henry said she realizes 
that she doesn’t see what 
the officer sees when they 
respond to a call, but only 
hearing the story through 
a victim or bystander still 
makes a dispatcher part of 
the situation. 

“I don’t get closure with 
how it all turned out,” she 
said. “I don’t know if they 
lived or died.” 

Henry, who grew up in 
Williamstown, lacked two 
semesters finishing her stud¬ 
ies as a medical assistant, 
because she said she just 
couldn’t give shots, but she 
feels that she’s doing the job 
she’s supposed to do. 

“Twenty years later I 
ended up here helping peo¬ 
ple, just in a different way,” 
said the mother of three and 
grandmother of two. 

She’s taken calls of mas¬ 
sive car pileups, especially 
in bad weather. She’s even 
talked three different preg¬ 
nant parents through deliv¬ 
eries while she was on the 
phone with them. 

That kind of dedication 
also earned Henry the 2012 
Civilian Of The Year award, 
her third since joining the 
KSP. 

This one for her quick 
action when she spotted 
headlights in the middle of 
a field and she called 911 to 
get the driver help who had 
a diabetic emergency and hit 
a tree. 

“I don’t like to talk about 
myself,” she said. “And I re¬ 
ally didn’t do anything that 
anyone else wouldn’t have 
done. I don’t feel like I did 
anything extra, but if it were 
my son, I would want some¬ 
one to stop and help.”

On Jan. 8, the General Assembly will convene 
for a short 30-day session in Frankfort. Now is 
the perfect time for Kentuckians to educate them¬ 
selves which lawmakers represent their home dis¬ 
tricts in the House and Senate. 

Knowing the names of those who represent 
you is the first step in making sure you have some 
influence in the decisions made in Frankfort, after 
all the decisions they make are going to impact 
you. 

The next step is contacting your state senator 
and representative when you want to tell them 
how you believe they should vote on everything 
from state pension fund reform to a tax code over¬ 
haul. 

You should tell them what you want because 
they work for you. 

In Grant County, we are represented by these 
lawmakers: 

• 17th District State Senator - Damon Thayer 
(R- Georgetown) is a veteran legislator having 
first been elected to the senate in 2003. His district 
encompasses the southern part of Kenton County, 
as well as Grant, Scott and Owen counties. On 
Nov. 27, Thayer was elected to serve as the Sen¬ 
ate Majority Floor Leader. His term mns through 
2014. 

• 61st District House of Representatives - Brian 
Linder will be a newcomer in Frankfort when the 
session begins. He was elected to the seat by the 
voters in Grant, Gallatin and Owen counties in 
the November 2012 election. He defeated Wanda 
Cmpper Hammons in the general election. Linder 
will replace Royce Adams of Dry Ridge who re¬ 
signed earlier this year the seat he held since 1992 
citing health reasons. Linder was elected for a 
two-year term. 

The Legislative Research Commission, which 
provides support staff for the General Assembly, 
maintains a phone message line for constituents to 
contact all members of the House and Senate. The 
toll-free number is 1-800-372-7181. 

During regular business hours when the mem¬ 
bers are in session, you can also call 1-502-564- 
8100 to be connected to a lawmaker’s office in 
Frankfort. Also, the email address for every mem¬ 
ber is the first and last name, separated by a period, 
then lrc.ky.gov. For example, Thayer’s address is 
Damon. Thayer@lrc.ky.gov. 

The Grant County News will also cover items 
during the time the lawmakers are in session and 
you can also go to www.lrc.ky.gov for notes and 
schedules. 

The final step in having your voice heard in 
Frankfort is to make sure your senator and your 
representative know your name. Call or send them 
an email soon to let them know who you are and 
how they can best represent you.

Health dept, needs adequate funding 


I n September, Marion 
Kainer, an 

epidemiologist with 
the Tennessee 

Department of Health, 
got an email from a 
colleague at Vanderbilt 
University Medical 
Center. The Vanderbilt 
doctor was reporting a 
suspicious case of fungal 
meningitis in a patient 
who had received steroid 
injections. 

You probably know 
the rest of the story: 
Nationwide investigation 
launched, recall of 
thousands of doses of 
the steroid, investigations 
by the Food and Drug 
Administration and 
through mid-December, 
more than 600 people ill 
and 14 dead across the 
United Sates. 

Time and again, I tell 
the staff at the Northern 
Kentucky Health 
Department that they are 
every day heroes. While 
the meningitis outbreak 
is unusual, I don’t think

many would argue that 
Kainer’s actions in 
Tennessee were heroic. 
Her diligence in 
following the report all 
the way through led to a 
speedy recall of 
medication in Tennessee 
and notification of health 
officials at the Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention—who were 
able, through their own 
heroic work, to start 
working on the problem 
on a national scale. 

We often forget that 
employees of the health 
departments are first 
responders to 

emergencies, too. Kainer 
and 170 others at the 
core of the meningitis 
investigation worked 
around the clock, some 
even camping out in 
their offices. 

Paul Jarris, the 
Executive Director of 
the Association of State 
and Territorial Health 
Officials, said it well: 
“People expect the fire 
department and the 
police department to be 
there 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week. What 
they don’t realize is that 
their health department 
is also there 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week,” 
Jarris told USA Today in

November. 

In Northern Kentucky, 
we pride ourselves on 
being ready to respond 
to these kinds of disease 
threats and other 
emergencies—whenever 
they occur. We have 24/7 
notification systems in 
place for disease 
reporting, food safety 
and other public health 
threats. Whether it’s a 
water main break 
affecting a dozen 
restaurants, a case of 
measles or a tornado, the 
health department is 
ready to and often does 
respond to 

emergencies—during 
business hours, on 
evenings and weekends. 

But, the ability to 


respond is tied to 
resources available to 
us. Funding for public 
health programs is 
crucial, but is threatened 
by round after round of 
budget cuts—including 
those proposed as part 
of the fiscal cliff being 
debated in Washington. 
In Northern Kentucky, 
we’ve already had to 
reduce our budget by 3 
percent in 2011-2012 
and 6 percent in 2012- 
2013. Further budget 
cuts will only jeopardize 
our ability to respond. 

Next time, if the 
report of a suspicious 
illness is in a Northern 
Kentucky resident, we 
want to be sure we have 
experts on staff who 
know what to do and 
have the resources 
needed to carry out their 
recommendations. I am 
confident that the people 
and systems in place 
now at the health 
department would be 
able to rise up to the 
heroic level seen in 
Tennessee this fall. Let’s 
make sure it stays that 
way.

T he farm looks like a storm 

recently but it’s really just my 
husband’s new deer deterrent 
technique. It seems to be working. In the 
past we have forgone the Irish Spring soap, 
human hair and coyote urine for more reliable 
barriers. Tomato cages, tobacco stakes, wire, 
spiral plastic trunk wrap and yes, an 
occasional arrangement of lawn chairs have 
created distance between rutting and browsing 
deer. 

This year does not seem as bad as year’s 
past. I think it is the barking Maremma 
livestock guardian dog out in the pasture! 
We have protected trees, none-the-less, 
especially any newly planted in 2012. 

I like the country and the deer that roam 
about but I do not damage to trees so we have 
a system. Their hunger sometimes rips trees 
from the ground; other times they just do a 
sloppy pruning job. Their rutting is the 
worst as the bucks practice their battle moves 
on the small trunks of young trees, scraping 
the bark clean off. If only one side is 
damaged we wait; if the entire circumference 
is gone then we have learned to remove it 
and move on. They never recover no matter 
how patient we are. When the bark and 
cambium layer of a tree is removed all the 
way around then the tree is essentially 
girdled. No movement of moisture or 
nutrients will pass the wound. 

Southwestern exposure 

So, the new 
technique to protect 
trees (since we have 
run out of all the other 
devices previously 
mentioned) is to pile 
broken branches, twigs 
and Christmas tree 
boughs around the base 
of the trunk. We prop 
some against the trunk 
and lay the rest around 
the base to create 
somewhat of a cattle 
guard. So far, so good, 
but it does look funny 
Even if you don’t 
have deer pressure in 
the garden there are other circumstances that 
can result in a similar girdling effect. Rodents 
chewing the bark off at the base of the trunk 
can result in dieback. When trees are girdled 
at the base like this they sometimes sucker 
from the roots. If the roots are well- 
established and healthy then I would train 
one of the suckers as a new main leader; but 
this time put some wrap or barrier around the 
base. When using conventional tree wrap it 
is important to remove it in the spring. 

Oddly enough, a southwestern exposure 
during the winter can cause some damage. 
Sun scald is common during winters when 
the temperature fluctuates dramatically night 
and day. A frigid night followed by a 
warmish, sunny day causes the bark to split 
open. If there is an elongated split on the 
southwest side (where the sun is) then you 
likely have a case of sunscald. 

Girdling the roots 

A healthy tree can compartmentalize the 
wound and heal; but trees under stress may 
find that one more injury is the straw that 
broke the camel’s back. Tree wrap and 
plastic spirals can offset sunscald but, again, 
remember to remove the protection in the 
spring. 

Girdling of roots can also cause problems 
for a tree but this damage takes place beneath 
the soil where we can’t see the problem. In 
fact, trees that are planted too deep (which 
are probably the majority) have a higher 
incidence of girdled roots; and container 
grown trees may develop girdle roots in the 
pot. So, when you plant a tree check the 
roots thoroughly for any roots that appear to 
be wrapped around the base of the trunk or 
other roots. Do not be afraid to cut these 
roots away even if they seem larger than the 
other roots.

Jolly looking to grow Crittenden Christian

Shayanna Jolly wasn’t always 
sure she wanted to be a pastor. 

“I was originally a drama ma¬ 
jor,” said the Transylvania Uni¬ 
versity graduate. “I didn’t really 
want to be an actor, but I loved 
the arts and I wanted to be in¬ 
volved in non-profits in someway. 
Then, about the third year during 
my college experience, I got very 
involved in a church in Lexington 
called Central Christian Church. I 
started leading youth group pro¬ 
grams there and getting really in¬ 
volved in the ministry.” 

Jolly then decided to attend 
Candler School of Theology at 
Emory University in Atlanta, Ga., 
where she recently obtained a 
Masters of Divinity degree. 

“I really wanted to serve the 
church,” Jolly said. “I’ve been 
wrestling with God ever since and 
finding people to pray with and 
journey with. That’s how I got 
married to the church, in a way.” 

In June, the Pikeville native 
returned to Kentucky to take over 
pastoral duties from Pastor Jer¬ 
ry Zehr at Crittenden Christian 
Church (Disciples of Christ.) 

“I’m a Kentucky girl, born and 
bred, and I bleed blue,” Jolly said. 
“The plan was to always somehow 
come back to Kentucky. This is 
my home and I wanted to be close 
to family. Northern Kentucky just 
seemed to be the right fit. My sis¬ 
ter moved up here and this church 
was wonderful. They are a church 
family, through and through. We 
really wanted that community, 
family atmosphere.” 

Jolly said her philosophy for 
ministering at Crittenden Chris¬ 
ten grew out of her observations 
of the congregation and their love 
for service. 

She said the church has expe¬ 
rienced significant transitions in 
its history going from a student 
pastor-led church for a long time 
to a full-time minister. 

“They started to grow,” Jolly 
said. “With some of the econom¬ 
ic troubles, they’ve experienced 
some struggles there, but they are 
fighters. They really wanted to 
hold on to this mission that God 
is calling them to do good work. 
They have had an increase in their 
membership and because of that

their youth group is growing. It 
seems like every time they face 
a challenge, they try to find some 
new and energetic way to over¬ 
come that.” 

The church’s congregation cur¬ 
rently stands at about 45 to 50 
people on Sundays, including 10 
in leadership. 

The church, which is in the 
middle of a six-week program 
called “Revival,” is trying to “be 
a church that acts on its faith and 


not just talks about its faith,” said 
Jolly. 

While she may have the title 
of pastor, Jolly said at Critten¬ 
den Christian, they have a goal of 
sharing ministry. 

Everyone from youth to elder 
members of the congregation can 
take part of leadership, she said. 

“It’s really about all of us com¬ 
ing together to celebrate one an¬ 
other and to celebrate the gifts 
that we have been given,” Jolly 
said. 

Anyone interested is invited to 
come to the church and join the 
congregation. 

“This church is a place where 
we really appreciate diversity,” 
Jolly said. “We don’t push a re¬ 
ligious agenda on anyone. We 
appreciate people’s opinions. We 
are from all different walks of 
life and faith. We really value the 
whole person and not just what 
they believe and what they think. 
We think about it as a journey of 
faith where we’re all trying to dis¬ 
cover. Everyone is welcome here. 
We have this family motto of ‘Ev¬ 
eryone: No exceptions.’ We really 
like to cling to that.”

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Dry Ridge woman takes up power tools , lands in magazine

Heather Patterson can wield a 
mean whisk, but she’s also not afraid 
to grab a power tool and make some¬ 
thing. 

Patterson, a resident of Dry Ridge, 
didn’t let never having worked with 
power tools before stop her from ask¬ 
ing a lot of questions and learning to 
use a belt sander and miter saw in her 
first attempt at remodeling her spa¬ 
cious home. 

She was so successful in her 
kitchen remodel that her efforts land¬ 
ed her in the November issue of 
Better Homes and Gardens in their “I 
Did It” section, featuring homeown¬ 
ers who tackle their own projects. 

Patterson transformed her stan¬ 
dard oak kitchen/dining and family 
room from ho hum to modem and 
sleek with her own hands. 

Despite being a blogger, she and 
her sister co-author a blog At the 
Picket Fence, so named because 
Patterson wants it to be a place where 
people meet and talk, she got her 
inspiration from other bloggers. 

“Blogs are the new magazine and 
most are by people who do things 
themselves. I got inspired to take on 
my kitchen because I had seen, by 
following their blogs, other women 
empowered to pick up a power tool. 
It’s not just a man’s world to use 
power tools,” she said. 

Her first remodel project was a 
small half bath on the main floor. 
After successfully completing its 
re-do, she set her sights on the kitchen 
project, which began in March 2011. 
She finished it in April 2012. 

“I learned that when you start a 
DIY (do it yourself) project, it just 
takes time,” said Patterson. 

Patterson’s husband, Lee, was 
willing to work with her on the trans¬ 
formation as was her neighbor, Will 
Taylor, a contractor, but she wanted 
to do the work herself. She did let her 
husband lift the bead board paneling 
into place as she attached to the walls. 
Taylor gave her advice. 

“I just didn’t want them doing the 
project,” she said. “I wanted to do 
it.” 


The cabinets were the most 
intense and time consuming part of 
the project. 

She began by doing research, 
online and in stores. 

She also wasn’t afraid to make 
mistakes. 

‘When someone decides on a 
DIY project, they need to start small 
and frame out a mirror and be OK 
with messing something up. You 
have to be willing to make mistakes 
because a $10 piece of wood isn’t 
that big of a deal when you are talk¬ 
ing about a kitchen remodel,” 
Patterson said. 

Patterson combined old world 
feel with newer, more modem items 
like her sink and laminate counter- 
tops, which look like granite, from 
stores such as Ikea. When she found 
feet for her cabinets that cost more 
than $20, she didn’t buy them. Instead 
she pondered what she could use and 
still get the same look without the 
same price. 

After wandering around a home 
improvement store, she settled upon 
curtain finials, which cost her $1.25 
each, but gave her a high end look. 

“I got a custom look for not a lot 
of money,” she said. “By thinking out 
of the box, I was able to get some¬ 
thing I wanted but something I could 
not have paid for if I hadn’t done it 
myself.” 

As she went about the process, 
she blogged about her experiences. 
She also wrote a tutorial on how to do 
it and shared that online. 

“I’ve had people who actually 
copied my design,” she said. “That’s 
exciting to know you’ve inspired 
someone to do something.” 

When she wasn’t busy home 
schooling her son, Michael, 18, or 
her daughter, Mackenzie, 12, 
Patterson was in the kitchen cook¬ 
ing. 

That’s how her first foray into 
blogging started when she blogged 
her way through a year of cooking 
gourmet meals for less. At that time 
she didn’t know much about blogs 
but had a goal of sharing her journey 
feeding her family on $10 meals for 
a year. By the end of the year, she had 
a vision. 


Her sister had also started her 
own blog at that time. They began to 
explore the idea of combining their 
efforts so that the miles between Dry 
Ridge and Oregon wouldn’t keep 
them from working together on a 
project. In January 2011, they 
launched At The Picket Fence, a 
place for two sisters with two homes 
to share one blog. 

Their philosophy was to celebrate 
women and to share their success to 
inspire others on their virtual picket 
fence. They share responsibility for 
the blog and take turns on Sunday 
doing a faith-based posting. 

“I’m not an interior designer. I’ve 
never taken a food class. I’m just a 
regular person who is self taught. I 
believe if you are passionate about 
something just do it, don’t let some¬ 
one tell you that you can’t,” she said. 

As more followers have been 
attracted to At The Picket Fence, 
Patterson and her sister have taken on 
new challenges and new projects. On 
Friday, they have a link party and 
more than 450 bloggers link to their 
blog and share their projects. 

“These are women, just every day 
women, some work and some don’t, 
some are moms and some don’t have 
children, but they create amazing 
things and are willing to share it with 
others. We’re in awe of the talent that 
is out there,” she said. 


They have also had success in 
getting some of their works pub¬ 
lished in magazines, as well as 
obtaining sponsors for the blog. 

This fall, Patterson was contacted 
by the Krylon Paint Company to do 
an art project for them using their 
products. She was paid for the project 
and also used it as subject matter on 
the blog. As more of these jobs are 
being available to her, she’s also hon¬ 
ing her photography skills and wants 
to explore the possibility of becom¬ 
ing a food photographer. 

Patterson’s sister, Vanessa, has 
started working with LG, who flew 
her to the New York Wine and Food 
Festival and was the guest of Bobby 
Flay, a Food Network star, while 
Heather was a speaker at a Southern 
Bloggers Conference in ?. 

The women have also been hired 
by hometalk.com, along with five 
other bloggers, to be the company’s 
ambassadors and to help home own¬ 
ers with how to questions. 

“It’s been crazy, but we’re finally 
able to make some money at some¬ 
thing we love to do. Becoming an 
ambassador for them has catapulted 
us into a different level,” she said. 

Patterson also hosts a Twitter 
party once a month. 

“All these things are happening 
and it all started because we wanted 
to express ourselves and connect 


with other women,” she said. 

And word about the two women 
and their work is spreading. They 
have more than 7,000 fans on 
Facebook, 8,000 regular followers 
on the blog, 3,900 followers on 
Pinterest and 1,000 Twitter follow¬ 
ers. 

Part of their success may be their 
attitude about where a love of cook¬ 
ing, writing and projects has taken 
them. 

“We chat, we share. It’s about our 
families or whatever is going on with 
us.,” she said. 

The sisters continue to pick up 
work from various web sites and 
online businesses, as well as do their 
own design, graphics and photogra¬ 
phy for their blog. 

Patterson grew up in California 
and moved to Grant County from 
Seattle. She’s called Dry Ridge home 
for the last eight years, the longest 
she’s ever lived in one location, but 
she’s preparing to move again, this 
time to Atlanta for her husband’s job 
with the federal government. 

“The good thing about this career 
I’ve found myself in is that it can be 
done from anywhere and as long as I 
have a camera, a tripod, I’m good 
because everything is a story and 
there’ll always be something for me 
to blog about no matter where I am,” 
she said.
